BANK OF BENGAL, 
For Half-year ending 31st December 1864. 


‘Tue transactions of the Bani for half-year ended 30th June lost closed with a Cush Balance of 
two crores and forty-three lakls, and with the rates of interest ranging from 6} to 9 per cent. on 
advances somewhat in exccss of two crores and sixteen lakhs. x 


Throughout July the money market continued easy without avy material change in the Bank’s 
position. From the middle of that month, however, a marked improvement in the import market 
developed itself, and at the same time dealers shewed a disposition to make provision for antictpated 
requirements in connection with the leading staple exports, 


The Bank’s advances steadily rose, and hy the middle of August had reached two crores and 
eighty-two lakhs, when the Directors raised thc rates of Interest and Discount two per cent. all round. 
Towards the end of September the rates were aguin raised one per cent , when the advances touched 
nearly three crores and the Cash Balance hail goue down sixty-two lakhs, a8 compared with the 
amount on hand at the close of the preceding half-year. 


The high rates of intcrest ruling in this markct in contrast with those in Bombay attracted 
specie from that Presidency, and as large remittances were at the same time being imported from 
England, the Bank’s reserve gradually increased towards the latter part of October, Before the close 
of November it reached upwards of three crores. . 

Early in October, however, Calcuttg was overtaken by a cyclone which proved disastrous to the 
shipping in the river, and as continuous advicca of an impending monetary pressure in England, 
coupled with a great fall in the staple articles of expors, reached India by cach successive Mail, the 
local trade for « time was soverely checked. ae 


The availablosurplus capital was in consequence thrown on the market, and money out of doors 
ruled under the Bank’s rates. In order to arrest the downward movement in the Bank’s advances 
the Dircetars lowered the rates at each meeting for three weeks in succession one cent. all round, 
From a minimum point of two crores and twelve lakhs at the end of November, the Bank’s advances 
steadily and gradually increased to the close of the half-ycar ending on 81st December last, when the 
advances and Cash Balances at Head Office and Branches relatively stood at two crores and ninety-five 
lakhs and two crores and sixty-seven lakhs, 





‘The result of the half-year’s transactions shews o nct profit of Rupecs 10,80,458-0-5. After 
setting aside Rupees 1,07,856-1-2 to meet the interest on the subscriptions to new stock paid 
Proprietors since the preceding June, the Directors have appropriated Rupees 9,88,517-15-8 in 
payment of a dividend, at the rate of ten per cent. per annum free of Income Tax, on the incréased. 
capital of Rupees 1,87,70,358 ; and have transferred a balance of Rupees 34,674, to Reserve Fund,

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Tie Directors have plessure in stating that the losses incurred at the Branches since their 
eames ate very trifling, and thet their progress, as a whole, has more thun realized their 
expectations, 


With a view to facilitate the circulation of British and Australian Sovereigns and ILalf-Sovereigns 
of current weight throughout British India, the Governor-General in Council, by Order of 23rd 
November last, was pleased to direct that they should be received at all the Treasuries in payment of 
sums due to Government at the equivalent of ten and five Rupees respectively. 


Under Notification of same date the Governor-General in Couneil directed that Government 
Currency Notes should be issued at the several Agencies and Circles of the Paper Currency in 
exchange for Sovereigns and Half-Sovercigns of current weight at the rate of ten and five Rupees 
respectively to an extent not execeding one-fourth of the total issues represented hy Coin and 
Bullion at each Circle. 


Although the amount tendered through the General Treasury at the Bank in payment of 
Government dues has been very limited, the sum taken over the counter in the Banking Department 
sinee let December is neurly eight lakhs (£80,000.) Of this amount upwards of four lakhs (£40,000) 
have been told out to the public in exchange for Notes and other demands. The bulance is still 
available at Head.Office and Branches. . 


The publication of the Government Orders had the effect of liberating most of the current gold 
coins held by importers, when it became apparent to them that they could not caleulate on realising 
beyond the equivalent at which Sovereigns were received and issued by the Bank; but the Directors 
are not prepared to say that, when present supplies are exhausted, the Notification will be the means 
of encouraging the importation of gold in larger quantities than heretofore. 


It is, however, undoubted that as 4 tentative measure the introduction 6f gold under the 
Government Notification has been so far suecossful, and proved acceptable to the publie generally. 


‘The supplies received have been sufficient to maintain the market valuc of the Sovereign in 
Celcutta at on almost unvarying quotation of ten Rupees, When the supply at the Bank was 
temporarily exhausted, and, in exceptional eases for small amounts, a trifling premium ling, it is 
understood, been realised. At most of the up-country Branches the market value has also been 
steadily quoted at ten Rupees, while the highest reported rate is one auna and six pics premium. 


The provision by which one-fourth of the total issues of Currency Notes represented by Coin 
or Bullion may be held in gold will, the Directors think, prove to be of great importauce, especially 
in times of pressure. 


‘The combined effect of both Orders will, it is hoped, gradually familiarise the native population 
with tho use of Sovercigns as a circulating medium, and pave the way for the introduction of a more 
enlarged measure hercaiter.

‘Tho objects of the presonb measure is to onforce 
among the Parsee community the duties and obliga- 
tions arising out of the marsiage union. Hy a de- 
dsion of her Majesty's Privy Council in 1856 it waa 
ruled that the Supreme Court of Bombay on its 
ecclesiastical side had no jurisdiction to entertain 
suits instituted by 8 Parsee wife for restitution of 
conjugal rights or for maintenance. It has been re- 
pterented by e large number. of Parsoes, who from 
charteter and social position are rogarded as leaders 
by their o>-religionists, that bigamy has boon intro- 
duced into their community, because, since the deci- 
sion of the Privy Council, there has been no tribunal 
tavindicate the obligations of marriage, and noke 
with authority to dissolve marriages on adequate cause 
being shewn, Urgent petitions Lave ‘therefore been 
addressed to the Government ‘of India and to Her 
Majesty's of State for India, praying that, 
with respect to this most important relation of life, 
the Parsees may receive the sanction and protestion 
of a legislative enactment. 


The prosent messure rendery bigamy by Parsoes an 
offence, and subjects it €o the penalties prescribed in 
tho Ponal Code.

It gives 
Jurisdiction for the vindication of obligations and 
duties arising out of marriages and for the dissolu- 
tion of marriages to the ancient institution of the 
Parsce Panchéyat.

6, Insupnort of the conclusion stated’ in this 
letter, Her Majesty’s Secretary of State referred to 
two documents, Ist, a Presentment of the Grand 
Jory in Caleutta in Decomber 1862 ; 2nd, the firet 
Report of the Indian Law Commissioners, 

7 The Grand Jury of Caleutta, in the Pre- 
sentment, to whi :'Seeretary of State alluded, 
stated, with reference to certain cascs of minor 
importance in the Calendar, ‘that such cases 
should not occapy the time of the Grand Jury, 
but be summarily dealt with by the Bench of 

Magistrates,” and they presented, for the consi- 
eration of the Court, a recommendation for 
legislative enactment that may, * while preserving 
the institution of the Grand Jury in all ite 
integrity, relieve it from the investigation of such 
petty charges as constitute the majority of cases 
in the Calendar of the Criminal Sessions.” 

&. ‘The other document to which Her Majesty’s 
Secretary of State referred was the first Report 
the Indian Law Commissioners. In the 151st

“Che provisions proposed hy us on the subject 
of Juries commence with a rule to the effect that 
Grand Juries shail be abolished. ‘This institation 
has never existed in India out of the Presidency

of the former, would not be understood or appre- 
ciated by the great uss of the community, ‘The 
retention of the Grand Juries in Calcutta would 
involve a very wide, and, ag we think, an unnoces.

the mode of dealing with Criminal charges.” 

9. Inaceordance with the foreguing view, the 
Rill suimitted to the Council was prepared. Its 
provisions have Leen generally approved by Her 
Majesty’s Government in a Despatch dated 7th 
November 1864, received since the introduction of 
the measure, but a few modifieations on points of 
detail, not material to the present discussion, have 
Leen sueerted. 

10. ‘The abolition of Grand Juries hus been 
expressly approved by the High Court und the 
Grand Jury of Mud: In Bombay, it has been 
approved by all the Judges excepting the Chief 
Justice We have also strong reason for believing 
That the communities of Mudras and Bombuy, 
Kurcpean as well as Native, are favorable to. the 
meo-are, Tu Catcutia, a former Grand Jury, as 
has Leen stated, considered that a majority of the 
caces generally found in the Calendar should be 
removed from the cognizance of Grand Juries. 

V1. Considering, then, that the abolition of 
Grand Juries in Lilia has been recommended by 
the Royal Commissioners and also by HerMajesty’s 
Government, invested, as it has been, by Act of 
Parliament, with special power in that behalf; con- 
sidering aleo, that the proposal to abolish them: is 
supported by the communities of Madras and 
Boubay, we think that, even apart from the 
question whether a Grand Jury is in itself and in 
other countrics an useful institution, it would be 
dillienlt to find reasons fur preserving it in India, 
mach inore for extending it to the Mofussil. Such 
extension, indeed, we Lelieve to be almost impr 
ticohle, ‘The information laid before us leads ue 
to think that the materials for Juries beyond the 
Presidency Towna is not more than sufficient to 
supply a. satisfactory list of Common Jury- 
men. We desire, moreover, to call atlention to 
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the fact that unless the Legislature should re- 
establish that restriction of the right to serve on 
Furies which was expressly repealed by Stutute 2 
and 8, Will. 4, Cap. 117, Section 2, a Grand 
Jury over a large part ot India would be chiefly 
composed of Native Gentlemen, as may be collect- 
ed from the subjoined extract from the Jury 
Rales.* Whether this result would, in practice, be 
beneficial it is unnecessary to eunsider since it is 
not desired by the Europeans, and the documents 
expressive of Native opinion, which are before us, 
lend us to believe that the system of Grand Juries 
is not regarded with favor by the Natives. 

12. Our Hon’ble Culleague, Mr. Bullen, while 
he admite that the estublishment of the Grand 
Jury syatem in the Mofussil is impracticable, and 
while he acknowledges the difficulty of retainin 
it for Caleutta so long as Madrus and Bombay 
are desirous of dispensing with it, is nevertheless 
of opinion that if it had not been for the view 
which appears to be taken of the subject in 
Madsas and Bombay, Grand Juries might have 
been retained in the Presidency ‘owns though 
not extended to the Mofussil. 

13. The portion of the proposed measure to 
which we have given our most serious attention is 
that which provides facilities for the trial of Eu 
pean British subjects at or near ihe pl which 
thoy are alleged o have commitied offences. The 
Bill, as originally framed, continued in effect for 
the Mofussil the system which has been establish 
ed by Act of Parliament in the Presidency ‘Towns, 
and under which mueh of the procedure in crimi- 
nal trials is regulated by rules of the High Court, 
But Her Majesty’s Government, and nearly all the 
Judges who have adverted to the subject, bave 
expressed the opinion that many matters, which, 
in the Presidency Towns, depend upoa rules of 
Court, should, in the Mofussil at all events, be 
governed by express legislation. In accordance 
with this opinion the Committee have made lai 
additions to the Bill. 

14, In order to expliin the modifications 
which this measure will ef in the mode of try- 
ing Kuropean British subjects, it may be conveni- 
ent to describe the course which, if the Bill be- 
eomes law, will be followed whenever a Eurepean 
British subject is charged in the Mofussil with an 
offence for which ha would now be committed tu 
the Presidency Town.
